School transport: 

Vale climbdown 


THE Vale Council 
cabinet has backed 
away from the plan to 
charge £250 for school 
and college transport 
for over-16s. 

The decision was 
made by the cabinet, who 
met shortly before The 
GEM went to press yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday). 

Opposition to the plan 
had come from many 
quarters. As well as the 
council’s own scrutiny 
committee, headteachers, 
school governors, and 
parents have all strongly 
argued against it. 

The report noted that 
89 per cent of the 
responses were from the 
“denominational sector” 
- arising from the fact 
that pupils at St Richard 
Gwyn RC School have to 
move on to St David’s 
College in Cardiff for 
their sixth form studies. 

The other main oppo¬ 
sition grouping has been 
parents from the western 
Vale, whose children 
attend the Welsh-medium 


Bro Morgannwg. 

They have argued pas¬ 
sionately that the deci¬ 
sion would discriminate 
against pupils who had 
chosen to be educated in 
Welsh. 

However, in recent 
statements the director of 
education, Bryan 

Jeffreys, has said that his 
department has no choice 
but to find savings, and 
that this policy would 
save around £250,000 a 
year. 

He said if it was 
turned down, similar sav¬ 
ings would have to come 
from elsewhere in the 
education budget. 

Alana Davies, the 
Labour parliamentary 
candidate for the Vale, 
said: “This is a victory 
for common sense. 

“This climb-down 
from the Tory Vale 
Council is the result of 
the campaign led by local 
Labour councillors, who 
made sure that the voices 
of parents, students and 
others were heard.” 


Penarth street attack 


PENARTH police 
have appealed for 
information after a 
man was attacked 
by a group of six in 
Windsor Terrace. 

The incident took 
place outside the 
Tropical Tandoori on 
Windsor Terrace at 
about 10pm on 
Thursday, March 4. 

A police spokesman 
explained: “At the time 
of the assault, a Cardiff 
Bus was waiting at the 
bus stop on Windsor 


restaurant. A group of 
about six males were 
involved in the incident 
and assaulted a 29-year- 
old man, knocking him 
to the ground and caus¬ 
ing him several injuries 
requiring hospital treat¬ 
ment. 

“We are appealing 
for any witnesses to this 
incident, particularly 
anyone who may have 
been a passenger on the 
bus, to contact us.” 

One of the suspects 
was described as white, 
aged 18-20, 5ft lOins, 


spiked dark hair and 
wearing a black and 
white spotted hooded 
top. 

Another man was 
also white, with a 
‘funky’ hair style, big 
hair and a head band. 

He was 5 ft Tins - 5ft 
8ins, slim, and aged 18

BARRY 
PAEDOPHILE 
IS JAILED

A JOBLESS Barry 
paedophile has 
been jailed for two 
years and four 
months at Cardiff 
Crown Court for 
sexually abusing 
two girls. 

William Chalmers, 
49, a married man with 
no previous convictions, 
of Burns Crescent, 
Barry, behaved in “an 
appalling way”, said 
Judge Philip Richards. 

He said the extent to 
which he had damaged 
the two girls was 
“immense”. 

Chalmers admitted 
seven offences involving 
committing acts of gross 
indecency and indecent 
asault on the two victims 
when they were aged 
from 10 to 12. 

Prosecutor Lucy 
Crowther said the 
offences occurred in the 
early 1990s in the Vale 
of Glamorgan area. 

Both girls, she said, 
had received coun¬ 


selling. Chalmers had 
told one of them that 
what he was doing was 
“normal behaviour” and 
he encouraged her not to 
say anything to anybody. 

His counsel, Ruth 
Smith, said Chalmers 
had had behavioural 
problems since the age 
of five, and had received 
a special needs educa¬ 
tion. 

Ms Smith added: “He 
wishes to publicly apolo¬ 
gise, he is truly sorry. 
Fortunately, the girls had 
gone on to have success¬ 
ful lives.” 

The judge told him: 
“You thought only of 
your own sexual gratifi¬ 
cation. They have suf¬ 
fered tremendously and 
it would be unthinkable 
to pass any sentence 
other than immediate 
imprisonment.” 

He was ordered on 
release to register as a 
sex offender for 10 
years, and he was 
banned from working 
with children for life. 
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The long wait for 
NHS treatment

report on 
February 25 
outlining the difficul¬ 
ty that a Mrs Swain 
of Cowbridge was 
having in waiting to 
see an NHS consult¬ 
ant, was bound to be

I am not sure what 
advantage would be 
gained if the public 
knew all the facts 
regarding hospital 
appointments - especial¬ 
ly in the case of Mrs 
Swain, who appears not 
to be receiving any satis¬ 
faction. 

Telling the public how 
it is, is not a policy that 
any front line party in 
power would adhere to - 
if it were not positive 
and in their favour. 

In 2005, the Assembly 
Government promised 
that within the next peri¬ 
od of five years, they 
would bring down the 
waiting time after being 
referred by a doctor to a 


consultant and then 
receiving treatment to 26 
weeks. 

I considered this to be 
very reasonable, as prob¬ 
ably if that target was 
achieved, a further 
reduction of waiting time 
could be expected over 
the next five years. 

It means that after 18 
weeks of waiting, she 
still has another eight 
weeks to see a consultant 
and have treatment. Only 
time will tell if that treat¬ 
ment is realised. 

I object to politicians 
of all parties who make 
promises, yet fail to 
advise the public at regu¬ 
lar intervals how their 
policies are progressing. 

The NHS has only so 
many area hospitals and 
staff. If there are not 
enough, then the public 
should be told and the 
necessary costs should 
be obtained to right 
those problems, even if 
other areas of the run¬ 
ning of the country suf¬ 
fers. 

If that is not accept¬ 
able, we simply have to 
put up with it!

STUDENTS at 
Atlantic College 
were called out 
yesterday 
(Wednesday) to res¬ 
cue a man, after the 
engine on his boat 
failed and he ran 
aground on a sand¬ 
bank. 

The call came when 
the RNLI lifeboat was 
out on an exercise, and 
they were diverted to 
help the boat. 

A college spokes¬ 
woman said: “During his 
rescue, he mentioned 
how cold he was and so, 
fearing hypothermia, 
both the Chivenor rescue 
helicopter and an ambu¬ 
lance were called to the 
scene. 

“When he was 
brought to the shore, he 
was found to be well and 
returned home with his 
wife.” 

She continued: “The 
gentleman had no emer¬ 
gency equipment on 
board his small craft - 
only a mobile tele¬ 


phone.” 

In their latest statistics 
review, the RNLI says 
that machinery failure 
has been the main reason 
the services of volunteer 
RNLI crews have been 
called upon. 

Lifeboats in the West 
Division have launched 
to 272 incidents of this 
nature in 2009, a 23 per 
cent increase on last 
year. 

Atlantic College 
Lifeboat Station has 
been part of the Royal 


National Lifeboat 
Institution since 1982 
and is crewed by teach¬ 
ers and students working 
together. 

Within the college 
some 12 students volun¬ 
teer for the inshore 
lifeboat service each 
year. 

The current boat is an 
Atlantic 75 Colin James 
Daniel. 

The original Atlantic 
lifeboat was actually 
designed at Atlantic 
College.

Life sentence for 
Barry car dealer 


A BARRY second¬ 
hand car dealer, 
who stabbed a man 
twice through the 
heart, was given a 
life sentence at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court last Thurday 
(March 11). 

John Chivers (30) was 
charged with murdering 
Paul Michael Jones (41), 
a married father of three. 

Chivers had told the 
jury: “I didn’t deliber¬ 
ately plunge that knife 
into him.” 

He added: “I didn’t 
intend causing him seri¬ 


ous injury and I didn’t 
intend to kill him”.

Lydia’s poignant memories 
of the Llandow air disaster 


“THE sound of the 
plane woke me up - 
it was no different 
to normal -1 looked 
out of the window 
and it was on the 
ground, and there 
was just silence.” 

That is how Mrs Lydia 
Davies remembers the 
Llandow air disaster 
which occurred 60 years 
ago and claimed the 
lives of 75 Welsh rugby 
supporters returning 
from Ireland, along with 
five of the crew. 

At the time Lydia was

a young woman of 20, 
who lived with her par¬ 
ents Evan and Olwen, 
sister Betty and brother 
Bryn at Park Farm, 
Sigingstone. 

The farm was just 100 
yards from where the 
Avro Tudor V aircraft 
crashed as it headed for 
Llandow Aerodrome - 
there were only three sur¬ 
vivors. Two stumbled to 
the farm. 

Lydia, who lives in 
nearby Llanblethian 
today, recalled the 
strange silence on that 
Sunday afternoon, March 
12, 1950, as she looked 
across at the plane’s 
wreckage. 

“I used to go to sleep 
on Sunday afternoons 
before I’d go to milk the 
cows. 

“The sound of the 
plane woke me up - it 
was no different to nor¬ 
mal - I looked out of the 
window and it was on the 
ground, and there was 
just silence. It was so 
quiet. 

“Two of the survivors 
came clambering over 
the garden hedge. 

“They didn’t have 
shoes on and got caught 
on the thorns. 

“My mum and dad ran 
out to greet them. My 
mother bathed their

wounds and we made 
them a cup of tea - fortu¬ 
nately, they weren’t in 
too bad a way. 

“One of them was a 
teacher, and we met them 
both again a few months 
later when an outdoor 
memorial service was 
held at Sigingstone. 

“At the time it was the 
world’s worst aviation 
disaster. 

“My sister Betty was a 
Sunday School teacher in 
Llysworney and while 
cycling back through the 
country lanes, a man told 
her, 'You don’t know 
what you are going to see 
along there’, and it real¬ 
ly unnerved her. 

“I didn’t go to the site 
of the crash on that day, 
but on the following day 
we ferried cups of tea to 
the people who were 
working there. 

“On the day of the 
crash, I do remember that 
the emergency services 
were up from St Athan in 
no time.” 

One treasured memen¬ 
to that Lydia has held 
onto is a letter of thanks 
that one of the survivors 
wrote to her parents just 
four weeks after the 
event. 


It reads: 

April 10, 1950 

Dear Mr Thomas and 
family, 

I should like to thank 
you on behalf of my 
brother-in-law and 
myself for the extreme 
kindness you showed to 
us on the afternoon of 
the terrible air crash 
which occurred near 
your farm. 

You will no doubt be 
interested to learn that 
we are both on the road 
to recovery and I hope to 
resume my school duties 
after the Easter holi¬ 
days. 

Thank you for your 
kindness and concern. 

Yours faithfully, 

D Gwynne Anthony. 

The three survivors 
were Mr Anthony, Mr 
Handel Rogers of the 
Welsh Rugby Union, and 
Mr Meville Thomas, 
who at 85, is the only 
living survivor of the 
crash and lives in 
Llanharan.

Penarth and Barry, who 
are able to document 
their heritage, alongside 
places such as 
Llancarfan and St 
Hilary, who cannot.

E live in a

port by increasing 
the costs for owner¬ 
ship of vehicles, 
with the aim of 
making us all 
greener. 

Three months ago, I 
gave up the second fami¬ 
ly car, which was more 
of a financial decision 
than a green one. 

However, a part of me 
did feel good that I was 
contributing in some 
way to a cleaner envi¬ 
ronment for my five- 
year-old son, who will in 
fact be a new generation 
with awareness of a 
cleaner culture. 

I work in Cardiff and 
catch the Bridgend to 
Aberdare train from 
Llantwit Major to Queen 
Street each day. 

My experience of the 
past three months as a 
customer with Arriva 
trains is that the trains 


have been cancelled four 
times, terminated on 
route once, having to 
change trains at Cardiff 
central four times and 
many times have just 
been late. 

I am very fortunate 
that with my employ¬ 
ment as a production 
engineer, I am able to be 
flexible with my time, so 
if I am late due to 
Arriva’s delays, or just 
not turning up, I can 
work off the time in 
other hours. 

The majority of 
employers monitor staff 
in turning up on time, 
which makes it impossi¬ 
ble for people to give up 
cars and turn to public 
transport, running the 
risk of losing their job. 

Having worked in a 
quality position for 
many years for Japanese 
companies, who thrive 
on continuous improve¬ 
ment and putting cus¬ 
tomers first, I now find 
it unacceptable myself to 
receive poor customer 
service from others. 

So much so, that I 
have asked for explana¬ 
tions of delays and 


refunds as compensa¬ 
tion, which Arriva has 
done. I think that Arriva 
accepts this as an every 
day part of public trans¬ 
port. 

One thing Arriva are 
very good at is poor 
communication when 
delays or cancellations 
occur. 

They will tell you that 
the next train is available 
and on time, when they 
are not sure themselves. 

The intercoms at 
Llantwit station do not 
work, which sums up 
that Arriva cannot sup¬ 
ply accurate information 
to the public.

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Time to ‘wake up 
on subject of litter

MUCH has been 
said in recent weeks 
in The GEM about 
the problem of lit¬ 
ter in the Vale. 

In his reply to criti¬ 
cism of the council’s 
efforts to clear up litter, 
Clifford Parish said: “It 
is with regret I assure 
GEM readers that the 
vast amount of litter on 
our streets is generated 
by members of the pub¬ 
lic.” 

No doubt, as a repre¬ 
sentative of the local 
council Mr Parish feels, 
quite rightly, that he 
must express himself 
with a degree of tact. 

The real truth is that it 
is high time we faced the 
facts of life and asked 
what sort of area we 
want to live in. 

The local council it 
seems is ‘piggy in the 
middle’ and is damned if 
it does and damned if it 
doesn’t. If the litter isn’t 
cleared, it’s the council’s 
fault. If it is cleared, 
then the local authority 
gets criticised for over¬ 
spending on one particu¬ 
lar problem to the neg¬ 
lect of others. 

We are all missing the 
point here. 

It is not the fault of 
the local council that 


people, visitors and 
locals alike, leave an 
unmanageable amount of 
litter behind them. 

The simple truth is 
that we live in a time in 
which a significant num¬ 
ber of people have great 
difficulty in thinking 
beyond their own imme¬ 
diate interests without 
any thought for conse¬ 
quences of the rest of the 
world in general. 

It is those people who 
are the problem more 
than the litter they cre¬ 
ate. 

It is those people 
who create the problem 
and those people who 
have to choose whether 
they want to be the prob¬ 
lem or the solution. 

We are blessed to live 
here. Barry is a beautiful 
spot with the best of 
everything - big city, 
countryside and spectac¬ 
ular coast - all on the 
doorstep. 

We all have a respon¬ 
sibility to look after it. 
Look out of the train 
window as you travel to 
Cardiff - what do you 
see? Litter. Walk the 
streets, what do you see? 
Discarded lager cans, 
take away food packag¬ 
ing cigarette butts, 
chewing gum - litter. Go 
to the beach what do you

find? Litter, despite the 
council’s valiant efforts. 

On several occasions 
since I moved to Barry 
five years ago, I have 
been incensed at the lit¬ 
ter left on our beautiful 
beaches. All of that litter 
is unsightly, a significant 
amount of it, glass bot¬ 
tles are an obvious 
example, is dangerous. 
That litter is left by peo¬ 
ple. 

Those people are 
intelligent enough to 
command sufficient 
income to enable them 
to afford to buy good 
food from the supermar¬ 
ket. They are discerning 
enough to enjoy a bottle 
of good wine. 

Somehow, however, 
the simple commonsense 
expedient of picking up 
the empty cartons, pack¬ 
aging, lager cans and 
wine bottles, putting it in 
the plastic bags so kind¬ 
ly provided by the super¬ 
market and disposing of 
it properly (all of it is 
recyclable) is quite 
beyond their intelli¬ 
gence. 

As you can see, the 
photographs which illus¬ 
trate my point were 
taken on Jackson’s Bay 
which is frequented 
more by locals than visi¬ 
tors. 

The problem of litter 
goes far beyond what 
some might regard as a 
petty local matter. It is 


as it should be. 


rapidly becoming a 
world problem. 

A classic example is 
Laysan, a 960-acre 
island about 1,000 miles 
northwest of Honolulu. 

When this island, one 
of the most remote in the 
world, was visited by an 
American team of biolo¬ 
gists, it was found not to 
be the pristine paradise 
they expected but strewn 
with an unbelievable 
variety of plastic rub¬ 
bish. 

The US team cata¬ 
logued thousands of pel¬ 
lets, as well as toy sol¬ 
diers, disposable lighters 
and one toy Godzilla - 
all made of plastic. 

That plastic was 
killing seabirds and 
other creatures, who 
mistook it for something 
to eat. 

That plastic had been 
dropped on beaches like 
ours and carried thou¬ 
sands of miles across the 
sea by the tides. What 
local council clears that 
up? 

It is ‘wake up ’ time. If 
the remotest islands in 
the world are, almost lit¬ 
erally, disappearing 
under a sea of plastic lit¬ 
ter, what chance does a 
little place like Barry, 
frequented by so many 
people, have - unless 
those people change?

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Penarth Computer 
Club learn about 
home networks 


IN his recent talk, 
Chris spent some 
time stressing the 
need to keep a home 
network secure and 
warned that the 
device in your home 
that connects to the 
Internet is your 
‘router,’ NOT your 
computer. 

If anyone can connect 
to your router they can 
download material in 
your name and without 
your knowing - until the 
law knocks on your door! 

As part of the process 
of setting up a home net¬ 
work, it is essential to 
ensure that the network is 
protected from being hi¬ 
jacked by someone who 
would like to take advan¬ 
tage of a free ride and be 
anonymous while doing 
so. 

It is illegal to use 
someone’s network with¬ 
out permission so no-one 
will ever take advantage 
of yours, will they? Of 
course not! So you will 
be happy to take respon¬ 
sibility for any illegal 


material downloaded 
through your router. (As 
far as the rest of the 
world is concerned it 
must have been you.) 

These days, routers are 
usually supplied with a 
secure ‘key’ that must be 
used in order to set it up 
and to access it. If it 
doesn’t, then be sure to 
create one. 

The router picks up an 
IP (Internet Protocol) 
identity number from the 
internet and allocates 
identity numbers to all 
the devices on your home 
network. 

XP users might 
already have a home net¬ 
work (default name 
Workgroup). A new 
Windows 7 network will 
have a default name of 
‘Homegroup’ that is 
more appropriate. 

The home gadget that 
attaches directly to the 
internet is called a 
modem that, on the home 
side, also connects to a 
router. BT, for instance, 
combines both items into 
their home ‘hub’. If a 
wireless facility is 
included (as in the BT

home hub) the whole 
thing is called a wireless 
router. 

Confusingly, it is 
sometimes referred to as 
an AP (Access Point). 
This seems reasonable as 
it is the point of access to 
the internet that includes 
a wireless facility. 

However, the term is 
more accurately used to 
identify any stand alone 
wireless transmitter that 
‘talks’ to a computer on a 
network. 

The system is not con¬ 
fused because it has the 
unique (IP) identity num¬ 
ber and a whole load of 
ancillary information 
about the device. As 
always, it is the human 
element that introduces 
the fuzziness to the nam¬ 
ing! 

Chris went on to illus¬ 
trate what is involved in 
setting up a network and 
how the operating system 
helps along the way - as 
does the software associ¬ 
ated with the devices. 

Home networks will 
rapidly become more 
popular (if not essential) 
very soon, and we shall 
be returning to the topic 
from time to time. 

At the next meeting on 
March 23, Chris will be 
giving Part 2 of his talk 
about setting up a per¬

NEWS FROM BARRY MEN’S FORUM 


Night the Tay 
bridge collapsed 


THE speaker last week at 
Barry Men’s Forum, was 
Allan Underhill who gave an 
illustrated talk on The Tay 
Bridge Disaster. 

By way of an introduction to his 
talk, Allan gave a brief background on 
the life of Thomas Bouch. As a young 
man, he was appointed engineer and 
manager for the Eastern and Northern 
Railway, introducing the roll-on-roll 
off ferries. 

On leaving the E&N he became a 
consulting engineer and in 1870 was 
responsible for the construction of the 
Tay Bridge, at the time the longest 
bridge in the world. 

The bridge was to cross the Firth of 
Tay, reducing the travel time between 
Edinburgh and Dundee by an hour. 
The first train crossed the Tay bridge 
in September, 1877. 

In regard to the fateful night, 
December 28, 1879, a storm force 
gale was experienced as the train 
crossed the Tay Bridge. 

A one-way traffic system was in 


operation and the signalbox man was 
put on alert, when the train became 
overdue, giving rise to enquiry. 

Events showed that the central nav¬ 
igation spans had collapsed into the 
Firth of Tay, Dundee, plunging the 
engine and six carriages into the icy 
waters. There were no survivors and 
75 people were lost. 

A Court of Inquiry was held and it 
was concluded that the bridge failed 
due to the insufficiency of the cross 
bracing and its fastenings. There were 
also construction and maintainence 
issues. 

Thomas Bouch (now Sir Thomas) 
was held chiefly at fault and he was 
subsequently released from the servic¬ 
es of North British Railway and after 
a long illness died in October 1880. 

The present Tay rail bridge runs 
alongside the remains of Thomas 
Bouch’s bridge, a lasting reminder of 
the disaster.

Tracing the complex 
history of Bute Park 


A RECENT speaker 
at Barry Men’s 
Forum, was land¬ 
scape architect 
Rosie James. 

Closely associated 
with developments at 
Bute Park, Cardiff, she 
outlined its complex his¬ 
tory. Formally laid out 
for the pleasure of the 
third Marquess of Bute in 
the late 1800s, the park 
was gifted to the citizens 
of Cardiff in 1947, but 
remained part-owned by 
the Roman Catholic 
Church. (Lord Bute had 
gifted land to the church 
before his death). 

Originally, the 

grounds contained a 
Dominican friary, which 
during the Reformation 
passed from the Crown 
to an impoverished local 
dignitary, who promptly 
demolished it. 

It is not widely known 
that the soft air and soil 
of this area encourages 
the growth of rare trees 
and the Park Arboretum 
is one of the top 20 tree 
sites in Britain with 48 
champion trees planted 


there. Future projects 
planned are for the 
restoration of the friary, 
the restoration of water 
to the mill leet, repairing 
the park entrances, new 
signage, improved foot¬ 
paths and the reduction 
of conflict between vehi¬ 
cles/cyclists and pedes¬ 


trians.

MORE than £42,000 has 
been invested in communi¬ 
ty sport and physical 
activity in the Vale during 
the last year thanks to a 
special grants scheme. 

The Community Chest 
scheme, agreed by a panel of 
volunteers with support from the 
Vale Council’s sports and play 
development team and the Sports 
Council for Wales, benefited 51 
local sports clubs and organisa¬ 
tions during 2009-10. 

Grants up to the maximum 
£1,000 were awarded. A number 
of new clubs were set up thanks 
to the grants, while sports rang¬ 


ing from boxing to boccia, and 
cricket to canoeing, were all 
boosted by funding which went 
towards buying new equipment, 
sports hall hire and improving 
coaching standards. 

The Vale Council’s sports and

Karen Davies, said: “It is pleas¬ 
ing to see that a growing number 
of the applicants for grants this 
year were community groups and 
workplaces, not just established 
sports clubs, and I hope that even 
more get in touch with proposals 
during the next year.” 

The most recent round of 
Community Chest grants, which

18 clubs and organisations 
receiving a share of £15,147.69. 
Among those awarded the maxi¬ 
mum £1,000 grant were Dinas 
Powys Cricket Club, who will be 
expanding junior membership, 
and Llantwit Major Tae Kwon 
Do Club, who will be buying a 
wide range of new equipment.

- new police chief vows 


I REPORT by JAYNE ISAAC 


WAR has been 
declared on drug 
dealers in 

Bridgend and the 
Vale... 

New police command¬ 
er, Chief Supt Carl 
Davies, who is head of 
the newly-merged 
Bridgend and Vale of 
Glamorgan divisions, 
told Bridgend Town 
Council that stamping 
out drug dealing was his 
main priority. 

“I have set out my stall 
already in the press,” he 
said. 

“I have a very simple 
message - I will not tol¬ 
erate drug dealing across 
Bridgend and the Vale. 

“We have very effec¬ 
tive police intelligence 
system and I would like 
tire community to feed in 
information about drug 
dealers, especially those 
living luxurious life 
styles - those people who 
live in big houses, drive 
fast cars and have no 
jobs. 

“We are looking for 
that information to come 
into the system and we 
will then act to find out 
what’s beneath the life 
style. 

“If it’s drugs-related, 
we will take all their 
assets off them - they 
will lose their houses, 
their cars and every other 
asset. 

“These drug dealers 
affect so many people 
and they are the scourge 
of society. 

“People get caught up 
in a drug-use lifestyle 
and they cannot get out. 
Often, it’s not their fault. 


We have to deal with the 
bigger players - the deal¬ 
ers. 

“We need information 
and we need that from 
the people of Bridgend 
and the Vale.” 

Chief Supt Davies, 
who has 30 years’ service 
under his belt, said he 
intended to stay in the 
division until his retire¬ 
ment, which was some 
years away, if the force 
allowed it. 

“That’s my commit¬ 
ment to this division. I 
have not come here to 
disappear in a few years 
because I want to 
become an assistant chief 
constable. I am happy to 
be divisional commander 
and I do not want to 
move elsewhere.” 

He said that as a result 
of his years of service, he 
knew what good policing 
looked like, but he also 
knew what bad and indif¬ 
ferent policing was like. 

“It is my intention to 
offer the best policing 
service to Bridgend and 
the Vale. 

“Words are cheap, but 
if I get things wrong, I 
expect you to tell me. 
That’s the dialogue I 
want with the communi¬ 
ty- 

“We will get things 
wrong from time to time, 
but we will get it wrong 
when we are trying hard 
to get it right.” 

He said that the 
Central Division, which 
is the new name for the 
merged divisions of 
Bridgend and the Vale, 


was one of four super 
divisions created by 
South Wales Police. 

“They are large areas 
but we still have two 
superintendents in 
Central under me - Steve 
Furnham in Bridgend 
and Leanne James in the 
Vale.” 

He said that the three 
of them would work 
together along with all 
members of the force to 
understand and respond 
to the needs of the com¬ 
munity. 

“I stand for effective 
policing within commu¬ 
nities, working with them 
to do the best we can. We 
will achieve that by lis¬ 
tening to communities 
and acting on their con¬ 
cerns. 

“I want to improve 
engagement with com¬ 
munities across the 
whole of the division. 

“Pact meetings are 
good, but you only reach 
those people who attend 
them. We also need to 
reach the people who do 
not attend.” 

Coun Bev Quennell 
asked him about anti¬ 
social behaviour and 
recent revelations that 
some forces do not 
respond to calls on this 
issue. 

“Anti-social behaviour 
is high on my agenda,” 
he emphasised. 

“When we talk to peo¬ 
ple, most of the issues 
raised are to do with anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

“We take a partnership 
approach to these prob¬ 


lems working with other 
agencies including the 
council and the private 
sector. 

“We need to get to the 
cause of this behaviour 
and see if we can tackle it 
at its root.” 

This approach had 
been hugely successful 
and often young people, 
who have been creating a 
nuisance, can be brought 
on board and encouraged 
to realise their potential. 

Asked about how anti¬ 
social behaviour prob¬ 
lems are prioritised. 
Chief Supt Davies urged 
people to use the new 
101 number that was for 
non-emergency issues. 

He said that if a prob¬ 
lem in an area had been 
flagged up as an 
enhanced PACT priority, 
it will be on record in the 
control room and opera¬ 
tors will respond quickly.

Minister a piece of his mind! 



THE Cowbridge- 
based chairman of 
a Welsh farming 
group has wel¬ 
comed the 

Assembly Rural 
Affairs Minister to 
Penllyn for talks. 

The Country Land 
and Business 

Association Wales (CLA 
Wales) chairman, John 
Homfray, invited the 
Minister, Elin Jones, to 
his farming and diversi¬ 
fied businesses on 
Tuesday (March 16). 

On tire agenda was the 
question of how the 
Assembly can work with 
farmers to increase 
employment in the 
industry. 

Mr Homfray told the 
Minister that he feels 
investment in his 22 
employees is as impor¬ 
tant as in the other cru¬ 
cial resources in his busi¬ 
ness. 

His driving ambition 
is to maintain a thriving 
business with well-paid 
and motivated staff at the 
core. The employees all 
share in the decision - 
making and training is a 
key factor. 

John Homfray said: 
"We try to do everything 
in a progressive way, 
with a high degree of 
entrepreneurship at 
every level. 

“I am particularly 
keen on training, and our 
office is plastered with 
certificates. 

“It’s encouraging to 
see how many young¬ 
sters, who might not 
thrive in a conventional 
academic situation, 
respond when given a 
combination of the right 
training, responsibility, 
and incentive.” 


He added that keeping 
people on the land in the 
21st Century will require 
foresight, courage, and a 
flexible touch.

Mr Homfray also 
reminded Elin Jones of 
the “really rough time”, 
the dairy sector has been 
forced to endure.

RECENTLY, 42 
swimmers from 
Barry Amateur 
Swimming Club 
took part in the one 
hour postal swim, 
organised by the 
British Long 

Distance Swimming 
Association, at 
Barry Leisure. 

The aim of the event is 
to see how far the swim¬ 
mers can swim in one 
hour, and the swimming 
club uses this event as a 
marker every year to see 
how the swimmers are 
improving with their 
stamina and swimming 
abilities. 

This year, as in the 
past, they surpassed 
themselves with swim¬ 
mers from as young as 
seven taking part. 

The top swimmer this 
year was Lauren

Damon and Greengrass’ 
Green Zone is a most 
worthwhile place to be! 


I N 2002, Matt 
Damon’s career 
appeared to be 
sinking fast: 

Having started 
strongly with turns 
in Good Will 
Hunting (which he 
co-wrote with Ben 
Affleck) and Saving 
Private Ryan, a suc¬ 
cession of poorly- 
received Aims such 
as All The Pretty 
Horses and The 
Legend of Bagger 
Vance had made his 
stock slide. 

When delays bedev¬ 
illed his next film, it 
seemed like Damon 
might vanish from the 
scene, but that film was 
The Bourne Identity, a 
work which revived his 
career and set him on a 
path to greater success. 

The Bourne franchise 
sprouted two further 
films, directed by Paul 
Greengrass, which raised 
his stock even further, 
and the pair team up 
again for the Iraq-set 
thriller. Green Zone. 

Damon plays Roy 
Miller, an army officer 
who, along with his 
team, is sent to find 
‘weapons of mass 
destruction’ in Iraq; but 
when they find nothing, 
and the validity of the 
intelligence they 
received is questioned. 
Miller is thrown head¬ 
first into a maelstrom of 
truths, counter-truths and 
the political impact of 
war... 

While thoroughly 
deserved, it was some¬ 
what of a surprise to see 
The Hurt Locker walk 
away with best picture at 
the Academy Awards; 
after all, previous films 
that have attempted to 
deal with the situations 
in Iraq and Afghanistan 
have received short 
shrift from audiences 
and, in some cases, crit- 
:s. 

Throwing their hats 
into the ring against this 
backdrop is a bold move 
from director Paul 
Greengrass and Matt 
Damon, but one that 
pays off in spades, as 
Green Zone is part- 
blockbuster, part-thriller. 


part-treatise on the value 
of war, but wholly excit¬ 
ing, captivating and 
watchable. 

While the selling 
point for the masses is 
no doubt ‘Bourne goes 
to Iraq’, those expecting 
Green Zone to provide 
more of the same of that 
franchise will be left 
empty; this is no mere 
retread for director and 
star. 

Instead, they serve up 
a film that will appeal to 
the brain as much as it 
does to the lust for 
explosions and shoot- 
outs; and while it may 
wear its politics on its 
sleeve, it never feels 
preachy or sanctimo¬ 
nious, allowing the 
viewer to be drawn into 
the unwieldy web of the 
story. 

Based on the book 
Life in the Emerald City, 
screenwriter Brian 
Helgeland takes only the 
merest of meat from that 
story, and instead con¬ 
structs a thriller with a 
side order of politics. 

Helgeland’s record as 
a screenwriter is pretty 
good, and Green Zone 
can be chalked up as 
another success, the 
story taut and engaging, 
querying the political 
morals of those in posi¬ 
tions of power and the 
importance of skewering 
the truth to fit your aims, 
no matter how clandes¬ 
tine it may be. 

It is the sort of territo¬ 
ry that Paul Greengrass 
thrives on as a director. 
His background in docu¬ 
mentary and work away 
from the Bourne fran¬ 
chise - TV’s Sunday 
Bloody Sunday and 
United 93 - carries a 
political feel that he 
brings to the forefront 
here. 

While he certainly 
doesn’t scrimp on action 
and spectacle, he marries 
it to Helgoland’s script 
to provide a blockbuster 
with brains that feels 
like perhaps the first 
truly substantial fare of 
the year thus far. 

His direction follows 
the docu-realism tem¬ 
plate that he has honed 
throughout his work, but 
given the subject matter 
it brings a bristling reali¬ 
ty to proceedings, the

hand-held, shaky camer¬ 
awork propelling you 
headlong into the story. 

While he may err on 
the side of an over¬ 
reliance on quick cuts 
and edits, there is no 
arguing about his skill as 
a director, and his ability 
to handle both the narra¬ 
tive and the spectacle, 
and marry them together 
so successfully, does his 
reputation no harm at 
all. 

Another who does no 
harm to his reputation is 
Matt Damon, who is 
developing into the type 
of all-round actor that 
cinema needs more of. 

Eresh from his 
nuanced turn in last 
month’s Invictus, this 
sees Damon arguably on 
more familiar territory, 
yet he refuses to resort 
to the characters he has 
played previously. 

His Roy Miller is no 
stealthy, Bourne-like 
spy; instead Damon 
sticks to reality, the char¬ 
acter forced to question 
his moral compass and 
the decisions he makes. 

It is another turn that 
merely enhances 
Damon’s already sterling 
reputation, and one that 
anchors the film in the 
reality it was aiming for. 

Surrounding Damon 
are actors who add to the 
quality on show. Greg 
Kinnear does slimy and 
shady better than most; 
and here as bureaucrat 
whose power is being 
used to the advantage of 
America, he is superb, 
offering anything but a 
clear cut villain, merely 
a man who believes 
what he is doing is right 
and that the end justifies 
the means. 

Brendan Gleeson sim¬ 
ilarly offers clout as a 
CIA intelligence offer 
who hopes that Miller 
can uncover what is 
going on, while the argu-

ment that any film fea¬ 
turing Jason Isaacs with 
a handlebar moustache 
will be certifiably superb 
is realised here, and 
while the actor doesn't 
quite get the meatiest of 
parts, he fills it out 
superbly, making for a 
uniforrnly excellent cast. 

If Green Zone has a 
flaw it is only that the 
constant dizzying camer¬ 
awork and fast pace of 
the film occasionally 
means the plot takes a 
back seat to the 
pyrotechnics and per¬ 
formances within. 
However, the thread of 
the story is never lost, 
and is a small complaint 
is what is a thoroughly 
excellent piece of work.

David breaks 
British record 


DAVID GUEST 
booked a place in 
the history books as 
he smashed the 
Welsh and British 
Junior Heptathlon 
records during the 
under-20/under-23 
International match 
between GB&NI 
and France, held in 
Bompas, southern 
France, over the 
weekend of March 
6 and 7. 

In the under-20 
Heptathlon, David, who 
is a Welsh athletics 
medal prospect for the 
Commonwealth Games 
in Delhi, was up against 
a strong French team, 
led by 2009 World Youth 
Octathlon Champion 
Kevin Meyer, who last 
year missed the world 
record by only five 
points. After six months 
nursing an array of 
injuries, David put it all 
behind him to record six 
PBs and win the compe¬ 
tition by 125 points from 
the 18-year-old 
Frenchman. 

David’s score of 
5,793 points set a new 


UK under-20 record for 
the discipline, beating 
the old mark by a huge 
311 points and his own 
Welsh record by 395 
points. The mammoth 
score now puts David in 
ninth place on the World 
all-time rankings for the 
junior heptathlon. 

David was particular¬ 
ly pleased with his long 
jump, as he had been 
unable to jump in com¬ 
petition or training for 6 
months. Carefully limit¬ 
ing his jumps to only 
two, his best leap of 
7.33m puts him at the 
top of the 2010 UK 
under-20 rankings and 
adds one cm to the 
Welsh indoor under-20 
record set back in 1987 
by Marcus Browning. 

Coached by his dad 
Mike Guest (combined 
events) and Scott 
Simpson (pole vault), 
the Bridgend athlete can 
now set his sights on 
extending his qualifica¬ 
tion mark for the 
Commonwealth Games 
in Delhi and achieving 
the standard for the 
World Junior 
Championships in 
Moncton, Canada.

After team again fails to perform... 

Dilemma for the 
coach as Wales 
face prospect of 
Wooden Spoon

“It was very disappointing. 
Ireland played very well, but 
while they were very clini¬ 
cal, we lacked cohesion... ” 

T hat was the after¬ 
match comment of 
the Wales head 
coach after a dismal 
Dublin showing - not 
Warren Gatland, though, 
but fellow Kiwi Graham 
Henry, speaking in 2002 
after the record-breaking 
54-10 Welsh defeat at 
Irish hands. 

Eight years on, it might he 
argued that in essence not a 
great deal has changed: com¬ 
pare the quote above with 
Gatland’s own candid 
response after misfiring 
Wales were almost casually 
elbowed aside by Triple 
Crown-chasing Ireland in the 
27-12 loss at Croke Park on 
Saturday - which repeated 
the now familiar Welsh short¬ 
comings in execution and dis¬ 
cipline during the Six 
Nations: 

“Wc are very disappointed. 
Ireland were very good and 
clinical and took their chances 
well. We again made too many 
mistakes.'*^ 

In both cases, the underly¬ 
ing message across the years 
was the same, with the New 
Zealanders just two in a long 
line of Wales coaches who, 
despite occasional triumphs, 
thus far have sadly failed to 
achieve the kind of long-term 
consistency that was once 
taken for granted by support¬ 
ers weaned on near-unbroken 
success during the golden 
years of Welsh rugby. 

For Henry, the under-pres¬ 
sure ‘Great Redeemer’, who 
had initially led Wales on an 
undefeated run of 10 games, 
but had since allegedly ‘lost 
the dressing room’, the scale 
of defeat in Ireland was the 
final straw. 

As press speculation 
mounted over his future, he 
suddenly handed over to 
number two Steve Hansen 
and departed for the land of 
the long white cloud, saying 
he could not take the Welsh 
team any further forward. 

Now it’s the turn of the 
third New Zealander, 

Gatland, to be the focus of 
intense speculation, with 
murmurs that history may be 
repeated in light of the Welsh

team’s continuing under-per¬ 
formance, in the autumn 
internationals and the Six 
Nations - all a far cry from 
the heady days of the 2008 
Grand Slam that marked the 
former All Black’s dramatic 
arrival on the scene. 

One hopes that this is not 
so, as yet another change of 
Welsh head coach in the 
countdown to a World Cup 
would surely put paid to any 
chance of success in the tour¬ 
nament. 

However, with opponents 
now seemingly able to breach 
the Welsh defence at will; 
with question marks over 
both the set piece and loose 
play; and with the Welsh 
attack flawed rather than 
flowing, the embattled squad 
now have just one match left, 
against Italy, in which to find 
a solution to failings that 
have resulted in three largely 
self-inflicted defeats {that 
could so easily have been four) 
in this Six Nations campaign. 

More worryingly, with the 
Rugby World Cup looming 
larger by the day, the absence 
of half a dozen first choice 
players, which has undoubt¬ 
edly affected Wales’ perform¬ 
ances, yet again confirms our 
lack of quality strength-in- 
depth when compared to 
France and the southern 
hemisphere giants, who have 
no such problems and are 
able to cast their nets wide, as 
they build towards the 2011 
tournament. 

In this context, the continu¬ 
ing challenge for Gatland and 
his assistant coaches is to 
hone a richly talented but 
small pool of players into a 
cohesive and competitive 
force, able to finally produce 


a clinical, error-free and dis¬ 
ciplined performance to 
world standard for 80 min¬ 
utes - something that at the 
moment really seems beyond 
them. 

After their courageous 
showing against title-chasing 
France on Sunday, including 
running in two excellent tries, 
Italy will come to the 
Millennium Stadium believ¬ 
ing that they can record their 
second shock win in the Six 
Nations in a desperate strug¬ 
gle with Wales to avoid the 
humiliating Wooden Spoon. 

Hence the more than usual 
interest this week in the team 
Gatland has selected for the 
task. 

With one eye on the short 
term and the other on more 
crucial long-term planning 
for the World Cup, was his 
patience finally exhausted 
with frustrating players who 
have continually failed to per¬ 
form, and, despite numerous 
warnings, persist in foolish 
acts of indiscipline that have 
cost the team dear? 

Would he risk a fourth 
defeat by throwing caution to 
the wind against the Italians, 
in order to give others wait¬ 
ing in the wings an opportu¬ 
nity to show what they can 
do? 

The answer came with the 
announcement of the team on 
Tuesday and Gatland contin¬ 
ued his penchant for surpris¬ 
es by introducing 18-year-old 
debutant Osprey wing Tom 
Pry die as Wales’ youngest 
ever international ‘cap’. 

He has also wielded the axe 
over Martyn Williams and 
Richie Rees in favour of Sam 
Warburton and Mike 
Phillips; while the equally 
unfortunate Gareth Delve 
and Paul James predictably 
make way for Ryan Jones 
and Gethin Jenkins, as the 
coach rings the changes to 
arrest the worrying decline.
